Bolt of the Silver Men Promises 


to be Most Sensational—Massa-jpig:::;: 
chusetts Declares for Gold and 
Heed—Fight Over the Candidate 
for Vice President—Contention 
Rapidly Becoming Hotter.

Kt. .Louis, .June 15.—"Wrier* the Repub- 


lican national committee Is called to 
ordur tomorrow it ii'lll be found that the 
pr-elknlnaries have been looked after 
•with exceptional thoroughness. Ther.= 
uill be no obstacle in the way of im- 
mediately beginning the work (or which 
the convention is called, and present in- 
dications are that the meeting will not 
be of loner duration. 


The national committee haa entirely 


concluded consideration of the unusually 
lung list of contests, and it Is believed by 
those who have eiven attention to the 
subject that this work will be found to 
have been done so well that but Ilttla 
will be left for the committee on creden- 
tials. 


Necessarily there has been no formal 


consideration of the declaration of prin- 
ciples' upon which* the party will make 
ItB appeal to the country, but It will be j 
found that this branch of the work has 
by no means been neglected. There has 
been a general exchange of views upon 
this .important point, and much done 
locking- to the harmonization ana cir- 
culating of views which, it Is believed, 
ivlll render it possible for the platform 
committee to reach a conclusion with 
comparatively little delay. 


Selections have been made for the tem- 


porary chairman and other officers o( 
the temporary organization,.and a pro- 
gram practically agreed upon for the 
permanent organization, with Senator 
Thurston of Nebraska for presiding olfi- 
cer of the convention. "When -we add to 
these accomplishments the fact that the 
presidential nominees have practically 
been named, It must be conceded that 
the convention has apparently a "com- 
paratively easy task now before It. 
Obstacles may be encountered, but, as 
yet, few of them are rliscernable. 


The lencrth of time the convention 


shall sit will, in all probability, be de- 
termined largely -by ' m~e plan of pro- 


the advocates of the first and 
propobltions, and, as it noiv appeara, 
the outcome will be a compromise be- 
tween these, which means, of course, 
that the platform will be almost all that 
thf1 gold people will demand. 


The '.'Tctroma sold forces v,'lll -be led 


by the Xen- York and Massachusetts 
delegations, seconded strongly by other 
eastern and Mississippi valley deles&tes. 
The advocates of an extreme declarp.tion 
tor silver are confined to delegations 
li om the intermountain states, with 
some support from the Pacific coast, and 
possibly z. few scattering delegates £rom 
other sections. The silver representa- 
tion committee will be large, but not 
sufficient to obtain more than a respect- 
ful hearing. They are expected to an- 
nounce that no compromise whatever 
will be acceptable to them, and thus 


| practically eliminate themselves from 


0). preparllle the piatform. 


With thla feature of the silver 3uestlon 
removed from the deliberations of the 
committee, it Is not believed that the 
deliberations T.'lll be greatly prolonged. 


One important, question remaining- un- 


settled Is that of the selection of a. vice 
presidential candidate. 
Next to the 


financial plank, the filling of this placo 
on -the ticket has engaged the greatest 
share of speculative attention during 
the week, but. apparently, opinion haj 
not beer, so well crystallized on this sub- 
ject as upon others. The names of many 
candidates have been suggested, includ- 
ing those of Hobart of Xew Jersey, Mor- 
ton and Tracey of New York. Bulkeley 
and Hawley of Connecticut. Hastings ot 
Pennsylvania. H. C. Evans of Tennessee. 
M. H. TJeYoune -of California, and D. R. 
Brown of Rhode Island. 


A distinctive portion of the gossip was 


a tendency among the supporters of Me 
Kinley to throw the nomination for the 
vice presidency to some man who might 
"tie selected by the opposition. This-turn 
in the talk had the effect of the lncrea-3 
ceedlngs, which shall be determined by Ing to some extent the movernent in the 
the committee on credentials. 
If this 


committee should elect to reopen all the 
contests for seats in the convention, r.nd 
to make an original Investigation of the 
various questions which these disputes 
c-over, the proceedings would be much 
delayed. These contests involve the 
rlg-ht of 158 scats, and cover a wide range 
of controversy. 
The preponderance of 


opinion is that the credentials commit- 
tee will deem It necessary to go into 
many of the contests in detail, but thai 
the verdict of the national committee 
will be practical'.!' accepted as final in 
a large mnjorlty of the contest cases. 
The committee spent four daysp and P 
large part oC as many nights, in siflliiu 
the fncls In these cases, and heai-in;; 
arguments by either the principals ot 
their counsels. The meeting of the na- 
tione.1 committee was called earlier than 
usual, In order that this work might he 
done with more than the ordinary 
thoroughness for the facilitation of the 
progress of the convention work. Tho 
committee a!so departed from the usual 
practice In hearing eacn case as a body, 
and not In delegating the task to sub- 
committee. 
It 
Is believed that this 


course will have a strong Influence In 
commending the verdict, In all cases,'to 
the committee to which the convention 
will formally assign the: task of Inquir- 
ing Into the qualification of its mem- 
bers. 


On the other hand, there will be strong 


pressure on the part of the delegations 
whose claims have been .adversely 
passed upon to have the controversies 
reinvestlgated. The defeated delegates 
generally regard the credentials com- 
mittee in the light of a court ol appeal?, 
and In many cases they will Insist upon 
a hearing. In exceptional Instances 
this request will probably be granted, 
and 'the committee will unanimously 
take up cases like that of Delaware, 
where both sides to the contest'were de- 
nied seats, or like that of Arizona, where 
the names of both parties were placed 
upon the roll and each delegate received 
one-half a vote. In some Instances It 
In understood that no pressure will be 
brought to bear to secure a reopening 
of cases. 
The contest in the committee on reso- 


lutions is expected to be sharp, but-not 
protracted. As it now appears there will 
be little or no difficulty in agreeing upon 
any oL the planks of the platform ex- 
cepting that relating to the financial 
policy of the party. "With the selection 
of a canflidal.e to head the ticket so com- 
pletely eliminated from the realm o£ 
speculation, the financial question has 
a.'most entirely monopolized the atten- 
tion of the party men. This question 
Is still claiming the greater share of 
consideration, and will continue to hold 
its place In the front rank of speculation 
and deliberation until it is finally set- 
tled by the convention Itself. 


Two problems present themselves. The 


first is how much to do for silver, the 
second how little to do for gold. Around 
these questions range the speculation 
and the Interest of all. 


Three lines of policy will be presented 


to the committee on resolutions upon 
meeting the different shades of opinion 
of the delegates. These are: 
First, to 


declare in explicit terms for the gold 
standard. Second, to take a positive 
stand for the free coinage of silver at 
the ratio o£ 16 to 1, Independent of the 
course ot all other nations. Third, to 
practically declare for gold and againsi 
any further recognition to sliver than 
the present laws give, except upon Jn- 
t--^:ational agreement, but without rien- 
Honlne In' terms the fold standard, anil 
with a £ew words of encouragement to 
the.friends of eilver..-

staunch -l;upporter of Mr. Reed, his own 
Dualities are such as to make him a 
strong possibility for second place. 


Mr. Honart's candidacy was also some- 


what improved by the announcement 
that a large number of the New York 
delegates 
were zealously supporting 


him. 


The Reed boom was yesterday given 


the first Impetus that It has had during 
the ante-convention days. The arrival 
of the Maine and Massachusetts delega- 
tions, with glittering badges and waving 
banners, gave the first real appearance 
of Reed's candidacy that has been seen. 
Senator Lodge, who Is to place Reed in 
nomination, has become the recognized 
leader oC the Reed forces, and since his 
arrival he has been tryins to gather the 
scattered Reed forces, and retrieve the 
losses that have occurred In the past few 
days. 


Mr. Lodge has visited several of the 


anti-McKlnley leaders, calling upon 
Flati. Quay and members of the Iowa 
delegation. Chairman Littlefleld of the 
Maine delegation, who will probably 
second P.eed's nomination, has been 
working- for the big speaker. He has 
had the Reed headquarters formally 
opened, and last night the delegation had 
a meeting, in which steps were taken 
toward presenting the candidacy of 
Reed with all possible spirit. 


The Massachusetts delegation held a 


meeting, und a count of the delegates 
shows that Heed was a favorite. Sena- 
tor Lodge announced after the meeting 
that there were 30. solid delegates 
scheduled. The delegations from Maine 
and Massachusetts are not talking ol 
ony second choice for president, nor of 
a candidate for vice president. 


"For Gold and Reed" is the motto o 


the Massachusetts delegation, and in 
order thai no one may doubt it, the 
managers have hung it all over the 
-walls of the headquarters of the South- 
ern hotel. It -has been the motto of the 
Massachusetts Republicans for months 
but it was formally adopted at a meet 
Ing of the delegation yesterday. At this 
meeting, E.. S. Draper of Hopedale -was 
elected chairman and E. C. Benton sec- 
retary: It Is understood that Senator 
Lodse will be the commltteeman on reso- 
lutions. Curtis Guild, Jr.. one of thp 
delegates-at-large from Massachusetts 
was asked for a statement of.the atti- 
tude of the Massachusetts delegation re- 
garding the financial plank of the Re- 
publican platform, and gave out the fol- 
lowing: 


"Massachusetts will .simply demand

DYNAMITE BEING USED BY THE 


INSURGENTS 


In the Attempt to Blow Up 


an Aqueduct. 


Haba-na, June 
15.—This city 
was 


startled-and alarmed Saturday nlg'ht at 
9 o'clock by the noise of two successive 
explosions, which shook the ground for 
a lung distance, and was heard for sev- 
eral miles. Consternation prevailed for 
a time, as it was feared tha't'thls -was a 
prelude to an attack, or to a series of 
similar 
explosions. 
Excited 
throngs 


rushed to the streets, while an armed 
party proceeded In the direction from 


! which the detonations had been heard. 


i It was found that the stone bridges at 


I Criiitlna and Concha, and the aqueduct 


• of Fernando Septimo, were the points 


that had suffered from the. dynamite. 
The bridges were partially destroyed, 
and the pipes on the aqueduct, upon 
which the city is dependent for its water 
supply, were much damaged. The win- 
dows In many houses In the city were 
shattered by the reverberation of the ex- 
plosion, and some market structures 
were also badly damaged. 


There is no doubt felt that the dyna-. 


mite which caused this wreck was placed 
by agents of the insurgents. Ithas been 
their determination, announced some 
time since, to cut off the water supply 
of Habana, and so serve to make It a= 
nearly uninhabitable as possible.1 


The greatest apprehension is felt, ow- 


ing to the secrecy and effectiveness with 
which the Insurgents have beon able to 
carry out the outrage. 


Saturday night was spent in fear and 


flread 
of 
immediate danger. 
Much 


anxiety Is felt as to the future. It la 
believed that the Insurgents are bent 
upon crippling Habana- by cutting off 
as much as possible the supply of neces- 
sities, though not by actually besieging 
It. All fruits and vegetables and fresh 
meats are unprecedontedly high priced, 
and difficult to obtain, a.nd milk IE of thn 
poorest, such as is brought in being 
much adulterated. 


There Is much fever, and small-pox 


has broken out here, and in the unwhole- 
some condition of affairs threatens to 
become epidemic. Many are suffering 
from measles, and • there Is much in- 
testinal trouble among the inhabitants, 
owing to poor and insufficient 
food. 


Tho failure of the water supply under 
these conditions Is a direct calamity. 


It Is the announced intention of the 


authorities to continue the campaign 
against the Insurgents In spite of the 
unhealthy rainy season having set In, 
and additional troops are In the field 
In FInar del EIo with the purpose -o( 
running down and surrounding Antonio 
Maceo. It Is evident that the insurgents 
themselves are preparing to enter upon 
a more aggressive plan of action, and thp 
gathering of insurgent forces in Puerto 
Principe and Santa Clara is believed.to 
be a. prelude to another raid westward 
in force by Maximo Gomez. The pres- 
ence of these combined insurgent forces 
In the neighborhood, and even in the 
outskirts of Habana, In this month. Is a 
condition that must probably be counted 
on.

on the committee on resolutions. 


The arrival of Senators Teller and 


Mantle has had the effect of reviving 
Interest in the program of the silver 
men in the national convention. The 
silver contingent will be small, butcorn- 
pact, and. it is believed, under quite 
perfect discipline. These delegates will 
demand a. declaration by the convention 
in favor of free coinage under the con- 
ditions prevailing prior to 1873, and In 
case of failure to secure this some, ij! 
not all of them, are expected to there- 
after cease to act with the convention. 


Senator Dubois of Idaho and Repre- 


sentative Hartman of Montana joined 
Senator Teller lieve last night. There is 
no longer any doubt of the purpose of the 
silver men to boit the convention unless 
they can have their way about the finan- 
cial plank. 
They also realize they are 


In a hopeless minority, and have care- 
fully laid their plans to walk out of tha 
convention. The program they have ar- 
ranged will probably furnish the most 
dramatic and sensational Incident of the 
convention. They Intend, as a prelimin- 
ary, to marshal all the strength they can 
in the committee on resolutions, for sil- 
ver. They know they'will fa.il, but, in- 
stead of their attempting to secure a 
compromise. It will be their plan to so 
throw their strength In the convention 
to force, if possible, the adoption of a 
straight gold plank. 


The fight will be carried to the floor of 


the convention under the leadership of 
Senator Teller. 
The Colorado senator, 


as the head and spirit of the silver 
strength In the Republican party, wlil 
make a speech, which, his friends say, 
will be the effort of his life. It will be 
his valedictory to the Republican party, 
It will be followed, after the convention 
lias'voted down the minority report 
which he will offer, by the formal an- 
nouncement of the severance oj the ties 
which bind him and liis associates to the 
party. 
This will either be done in the 


form of a. statement to the convention, 
or ot an address to the people; more 
probably the former. The climax will 
probably be dramatic. 


It is probable that Senator Teller will 


go Immediately to Colorado, and that the 
•P^epublican silver men, who go out with 
him, will remain here, and issue an ad- 
dress to the silver voters of the country 
of all parties, calling upon them to sup- 
port Senator Teller as the pre-eminent 
representative of the Issue for president. 
The sliver men expect to carry at least 
five states out of the convention with 
them—Colorado, Idaho, Utah, Nevada

DEAR SIB—The free silver sentiment 


will undoubtedly control at tho Chicago 
convention. The main purpose of all good 
party men who gather there should bo to 
avoid u- split and keep the party peace. 
Harmony in tho ranks of the Democracy Is 
at this pinoh more important than any Is- 
sue or any candidate to be proposed. 


If majority sentiment Is for free silver— 


and every sign would seem fo show this— 
lot us havo freo silver. 
But; let us have it 


without Insult or offense to those members 
of an honest minority who may believe tho 
other -way. Stated crudely, my own idea 
of u freo silver plank would be this: De- 
clare far free silver. Demand that the gov- 
ernment at "Washington through the presi- 
dent; and congress Issua a call to tho com- 
mercial nations of both hemispheres to 
meet In conference with us at ^Vashlngton 
for thu one purpose specified in, tho call of 
devising a method of putting'^lver ou a 
par with gold iii money of the world. Thu 
conference occurring, we would agree with 
such nations as we could. If England or 
somo other nation' turned her back on the 
conference, lei her go her way. To such as 
agreed with us on flnanco we could offer 
Bpecinl tariff favors-on a principle of reci- 
procity. 
To such as did not, England, for 


example, we could turn a tariff cold shoul- 
der.

through the. trade losses which flowed daily 
from nonogrcement."

EC. JjOuls. June 16.—TVher, the- Repub- 


lican national committee Is called to 
order comorrun' It will be found that the 
preliminaries havfc been looted after 
with exceptional thoroughness. The™ 
will be no obstacle la the way of Im- 
mediately beginning the work for which 
th» convention U called, and present In- 
dications are that the meeting will not 
bt of long duration. 


.The national committee has entirely 


concluded consideration of the unusually 
long list of contests, and It Is believed by 
those who huvu given attention to tho 
subject that this work will be found to 
have been done so well that but llttlo 
will be luft .'or the committee on creden- 
tials. 


Necessarily there haa been no formal 


cnnsUleration of the declaration of prin- 
ciples upon which the party will mnko 
Us appeal to the country, but it will be 
found that this branch of the work haa 
by no means been neglected. There haa 


. been a genc-rul exchange of views upon 
tl.lg Important point, and much clone 
looking to the harmonization and cir- 
culating of vlaws which, It Is believed, 
will render It possible for the platform 
committee to reach a conclusion with 
tompEiratlrely little delay. 


Selections have been made for the tem- 


porary chairman and other officers of 
the temporary' organization, and a pro- 
gram practically agreed upon for the 
permanent organization, with Senator 
Thurston of Nebraska for presiding offi- 
cer of the convention. When we add to 
these accomplishments the fact that the 
presidential nominees have practically 
been named. It must be conceded that 
the convention has apparently a com- 
paratively easy task now before 1L 
Obstacle!) may be ancountered, but, as 
yet, few of them are dlsoernable. 


The, length of time the convention 


fchall sit will, In all probability, be de- 
termined largely by the plan of pro- 
ceedings, which shall be determined Dy 
the committee on credentials. 
If this 


ecmmltcee should elect to reopen all the 
contests for seats In the convention, and 
to make an original Investigation of the 
various questions which these disputes 
cover, the proceedings would be much 
delayed. 
These contests Involve tha 


right of 158 seats, and cover a. wide range 
of controversy. The preponderance of 
opinion Is that the credentials commit- 
tee will deem It necessary to go into 
many of the oontests in detail, but that 
the verdict of the national committee 
-will bt practically accepted-as final in 
a large majority of the contest cases. 
The committee spent four days, and a 
large part of as many nights. In sifting 
the facts In these cases, and hearing 
arguments by either the principals or 
their counsels. The meeting of the na- 
tional committee was called earlier than 
usual. In order that this work mlpht be 
dona 
-with more th 


thoroughness for.the facilitation of tho 
progress of' the convention work. The 
committee also departed from the usual 
practice In hearing each case as a body, 
and not In delegating the tas'k to sub- 
committee. 
It 
Is believed that this 


course ivlll have a strong influence in 
commending the verdict, infill cases, to 
the committee to which the convention 
-will formally assign the task of Inquir- 
ing Into the qualification of Its mem- 
bers. 


On the other hand, there will be strong

parsed upon to have the controversies 
relfvestlsated. The defeated delegates 
generally regard the credentials com- 
mittee In the light of a court of appeals,

and the committee will unanimously 
take up eases Ilka that of Delaware, 
v--here both sides to the contest were de- 
nied seats, or like chat of Arizona. Where 
the names of both parties were "placed 
upon the roll and each delegate received 
one-half a vote. ' In some Instances it 
IP understood that no pressure will be 
brought to bear to secure a reopening 
of cases. 


The contest In the committee on reso- 


the advocates of the first and secou£ 
propositions, o.nd, us U now appears, 
the outcome will bo a compromise be- 
tween these, which means, of course, 
that the platform will be almost all that 
the gold people will demand. 


The extreme gold forces will be led 


by the Ne\v York and MassachuicU.i 
delegations, seconded strongly by other 
rastern and Mississippi valley delegates. 
The advocates of an extreme declaration 
lor silver are confined to delegations 
fiom the Intermountain states, with 
some support from the Pacific coast, and 
possibly a few scattering delegates from 
other suctions.

There is much fever, and amall-pox 


hns broken out here, and In the unwhole- 
some condition of affairs threatens to 
become epidemic. Many are suffering 
from measles, and there Is much In- 
testinal trouble among the Inhabitants, 
owing to poor and 
Insufficient 
food. 


The failure of the water supply under 
these conditions Is a direct calamity. 


It Is the announced Intention of the 


authorities to continue the campaign 
against the Insurgent's in spite of the 
unhealthy rainy season having set In, 
and additional troops are In the field 
in Plnar dal Rio with the purpose of 
running, down and surrounding Antonio 
ITaceo. It In evident that the Insurgents 
themselves are preparing to enter upon 
a more aggressive plan of action, and the 
gathering of Insurgent forces in Puerto 
Principe and Santa Clara Is believed to 
be a preludu to another raid westward 
in force by Maximo Gomez. The pres- 
ence of these combined Insurgent forces 
In the neighborhood, and even in the 
outskirts of Habana, In this month, Is a 
condition that must probably be counted 
on.
